ENFORCEMENT WAGE 
AND HOUR LAW AIMED 


AT CERTAIN AREAS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
A concentration of wage-hour en- 
forcement activities In areas of 
low wages and 
long 
working 
hours was forecast today by Lt. 
Col. Philip Fleming, who took 
over direction of the wage-hour 
administration 10 days ago. 
"Our efforts 
to 
enforce the 
law," he said In an Interview, 
"should be concentrated 
on the 
areas having the largest number 
of workers who have been get- 
ting less than 30 cents an hour 
or working more than 42 hours 
a week." 
A recent survey by the bureau 


of labor statistics showed that 
the bulk of such workers were 
situated In the South and the In- 
dustrial states of the Northeast. 
The minimum wage under . the 
law Increased Oct. 24 from 25 to 
30 cents an hour, and the maxi- 
mum work 
week was reduced 
from 44 to 42 hours. Time and a 
half compensation 1s required for 
work done In excess of 42 hours.

Dancer Convicted 
As Spy Sentenced 


5-Years in Prison 


GENEVA, Nov. 2.—(Fy-A. 35- 
year-old dancer known as "Nina" 
was sentenced to five years in 
prison today by five Swiss judges 
who found her guilty of espion- 
age and treason. 
Roger Joel, a former draftsman 
in a Swiss arms factory, jointly 
convicted on the same charges, 
was sentenced to three years Im- 
prisonment. 
The dancer was on the docket 
as Virginia Capt Rota. 
'Paul Rochat, a Geneva detec- 
tive, was convicted of political 
activity in behalf of a foreign 
state and: sentenced to 15 months 
in prison.. His wife received a 
10-month suspended sentence. 
The state charged the Rochats 
had transmitted military and poli- 
tical information to the Italian 
consul-general In Geneva, but did 
not accuse them of treason.

guard cutter Bibb at 1:80 a. m., 
CST., that she had heard direct- 
ly from the Coulmore that she 
had eluded the submarine threat 
which had caused her to send a 
distress signal. 


The Bibb, which was leading 
a flotilla of coast guard and na- 
vy vessels in the search for the 
Coulmore, 
Immediately 
started 
for land, messaging headquarters 
that the Canadian advice "justi- 
fied closing the search." 


However, to be on the safe side, 
the coast guard ordered the cut- 
ter Duane, another of the neu- 
trality patrol ships In the Atlan- 
tic, to proceed to the area about 
680 miles east of New York to 
look for the Coulmore. 
When the decision to resume 
the search was made, the Bibb 
advised authorities that she had 
a sick sailor aboard, and was per- 
mitted to proceed to Halifax. 
The Coulmore distress signal 
came early yesterday morning.

THIS STRANGE EUROPEAN WAR IS 
FINALLY SIMMERING DOWN WHERE 


PARTICIPANTS CAN BE COUNTED

The pseudo-war between the An- 
glo-French allies and Germany has 
now boiled down to a point where 
one can begin to get an Idea of 
what it will look like when It jells 
—If It does jell. 


What with Soviet Premier Molo- 
^toff's categorical reiteration of Rus- 
sian "neutrality," and Mussolini's 
purge of pro-Nazi officials to In- 
sure a non-belligerent position for 
Italy the conflict finally has/teen 
restricted—for the present, at least) 
—to the chief contestants. 


That Is to say, we have the eco- 
nomic and military resources of 
Germany stacked up against the 
combined strength of England and 
Fiance. Outside supplies may be 
open to all belligerents—If they 
I'-ve any way to pay for them. 


•i la a matter of statistics that 
i joint resources of the allies In 


i -n, materials and money, greatly 
e.vceed those of the Reich. 
That leaves It to the Nazis to off- 
set this' advantage either by better 
military machinery and leadership 
or by acquisition of outside help, 
or both. 
Sine* th» atact ot tha war 


has been little doubt .that Musso- 
lini's whole wish has been to steer 
clear of German entanglements. 


Observers generally also have be- 
lleved that Russia intended to re- 
main off the battle-field, playlnj 
the allies and Germany agalns 
each other to the ultimate advan- 
tage of Russia and communism. 
However, there' has been an ele- 
ment of doubt, and this has made 
it Impossible to gauge the situation 
accurately. 


Were Russia to throw all Its re- 
sources, Including military, 
into 
the conflict on the side of Nazidom 
It would completely change the 
complexion of the war, 
That seems to be written off, 
however, by Molotoff's statement 
of neutrality. 
There still remains the highly Im- 
portant matter of supplies which 
Russia has promised to provide 
Germany. These In themselves seem 
bound* to protract the war, and 
they might even have a vital bear- 
Ing on Its outcome. That depends 
on how extensive they are,

German Tanker Is 
Scuttled by Crew 
To Avoid &ptae 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—(/P)—A Brit- 
ish admiralty spokesman said to- 
day that the 
4327-ton 
Gorman 
tanker Emmy Frledrlch carrying 
40,000 barerls of American oil. was 
scuttled by her crew in the Carib- 
bean Sea Oct. 24, to avoid capture 
by a British cruiser. 


The Emmy Friedrlch sailed from 
Tamplco, Mexico, Oct. 20 with her 
oil cargo. Clearance papers showed 
the ship was bound for 
Malmo, 
Sweden, but shortly after her de- 
parture foreign intelligence agents 
in Mexico City said they wore 
investigating reports 
she 
would 
servo as a supply ship for Ger- 
man submarine raiders in theSWest- 
orn Atlantic. 
These sources said they had heard 
she would seek shelter in a small 
Central or Southern American port 
and serve as a fueling base for 
nazi sea raiders. 
Her oil cargo was taken on at 
Port Arthur, Texas, just before the 
war. Leaving there for Hamburg, 
Germany, the tanker put In at Tam- 
plco when war broke out.

Foreign circles pointed out that 
Italy now is on good terms with 
the Balkan countries which' Ho 
within Rome's sphere of Influence. 
Not only Italy, but the Mediter- 
ranean area of Europe from Spain 
to Turkey was spared war, In tho 
view of many observers, because of 
Mussolini's choice of a non-belliger- 
ent status for his country. 
Meanwhile, the fascist press reaf- 
firmed tho Italian-German military 
alliance signed last May and de- 
clared It remained unchanged. 
Newspapers revived mention of 
the alliance which had boon miss- 
ing from their columns since tho 
outbreak of the European war; in 
comment on Tuesday's shakoup In 
the Italian government. 
II Messagero said that 
It was 
"foolish" wishful thinking to look 
for any connection between tho re- 
organization and relations between 
the axis powers.

birthday anniversaries. 


Read was founder of the Ark- 
ansas Traveler, humorous paper, 
author of fifty-two 
books 
and 
coiner of epigrams unnumbered, 
and even in his advancing years 
had 
few 
peers as a teller of 
stories. 
Among his books 
were 
Len 
Gansett 
(written 
in 1888), 
the 
Juckllns (1885) and 
Turkey-Egg 


Griffin (1905). At 76 he wrote tho 
Gold Gauze Veil, regarded 
then 
as his autobigraphy, but a more 
complete story of his life ap- 
peared years later In "I Remem- 
ber." 
His last work waa "The Auto- 
biography of the Devil; Satan's 
Side of It," of which Read said: 
"I have tried to put into it just 
what I imagined Satan would say 
of manners and morals and phi- 
losophy, as dictated to a sinner." 
Appreciated Beauty. 
Although many of his writing 
contemporaries outshone him In 
literary 
technique 
and 
public 
adulation, none surpassed him In 
the warmth of personality, phi- 
losophical tranquility and appre- 
ciation of beauty.

70's—Read 
claimed 
to

county seat in America. 
Although it was a popular idea 


in some quarters that Read was 
a sort of American dumasH .fur- 
iously dashing off stuff to obtain 
quick profits, he actually made 
relatively little money as an au- 
thor.

Read was a "last man, the 
lone survivor of an American ago

Born In Nashville, Tenn., he 


Kot his first journalistic exper- 
ience in 1873 on tho Franklin, 
Ky., Patriot. Ho nald his tuition 
at Neophogen College by setting 
type on tho college paper. 
Launches Arkansas Traveler. 
After editorships with the Llt- 
tla Rock Gazette and the Cleve- 
land Leader, he joined with Philo 
D. Benham at Little 
Rock 
to 
launch the Arkansas 
Traveler, 
outgrowth of a celebrated pioneer 
personality, on Its humorous jour- 
nalistic course in 1883. 
Plantation songs and stories re- 
membered from his boyhood flow- 
ed into the Traveler and it took 
a quick hold upon the public's 
fancy. Five years later Read and 
Benham took their paper to Chi- 
cago, where Read spent most of 
the rest of his life,, finding time 
for his books and to write of 
Southern life for many of the 
nation's best magazines. 
One June 30, 1881, Read mar- 
ried Miss Ada Benham, sister of 
his partner in the Traveler. Their 
living children are Philo. Leslie. 
Guilford. Mrs. Harriet Blue, all 
of Chicago, nnd Mrs. Elolne'Green 
of Cleveland. A third daughter, 
Enid Ada, died at the age of 24.

NO PICKETING CF 


CHURCHES 


At a time when "picket- 


ing" is often carried to ex- 
tremes and improperly ap- 
plied, Mayor La Guardia of 
New York has laid down an 
important rule. There must 
be, he declares, no picket- 
ing of chuches; or as he 
more picturesquely express- 
es it, "no picketing of God." 


His declaration was call- 


ed forth by an announce- 
ment that a certain place 
of worship and a rectory 
were to be picketed .by an 
organization 
actively en- 


gaged in propaganda and 
differing with the clergy- 
man's 
ideas. Such proce- 


dure, the mayor declared, 
was clearly unlawful in a 
country whose basic law 
guarantees freedom of re- 
ligion. There was no labor 
dispute. 


"As long as I am mayor," 


he added, "the people of 
every faith will be fully 
protected in their constitu- 
tional right to attend their 
respective 
churches, tem- 


ples or synagogues to wor- 
ship according to their own 
conscience, and no one will 
be 
permitted 
to disturb 


their 
peace 
and 
rights 


while so doing." 


That sound's like good 


law anywhere in America.

exports led Informed administration 
sources today to predict that a pro- 
posed government loan program on 
this year's cotton crop probably 
would be withheld, 
Secretary Wallace has sent a loan 
program to the white house for 
President Roosevelt's approval. 
It was reported today in official 
circles that the budget bureau haa 
sent a report to the white house rec- 
ommending that the loan program 
be withheld as long as the present 
"favorable" cotton situation pre- 
vails. 
The director of the budget, Har-

Government loans to growers are 
mandatory only when the price of 
middling 7-8 inch sotton averages 
62 per cent of less of "parity" price 
on the ten spot cotton 
markets. 
Such a price would be about 8.3 
cents a pound officials said, Pres- 
ent prices average about 9 cents.

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—(/P)—Octo- 


ber, traditionally the banner cash 
income month for American farm- 
ers, 
closed today with agricul- 


ture's prospective 1939 dollar re- 
ceipts the best of any year in al- 
most a decade except for 1937. 


Market analysts estimated that 


even though this year's Income 
of more than $8,000,000,000 may 
fall below that of two years ago, 
it is giving frmcrs buying power 
equal to that of 1937 Inasmuch as 
prices of commodities they pur- 
chase are lower. 
The farm price advance which 


has occurred since the start of 
the European was was partly re- 
sponsible for lifting the level of 
.agricultural income over that of 
last year. Although some of the 
war boom enhancement of com- 
modity values faded away, pro- 
ducers have large supplies 
of 
practically 
all 
types 
of 
grain, 


livestock and dairy products to 
market at higher price levels. 


Since August 31, the day before 


war broke out, prices of principal 
farm commodities such as grains, 
livestock, eggs, butter and cotton 
have advanced 10 to 29 por cent 
and in most cases,

livestock and eggs, are

than a year ago. 


Until September, farm Income 


was running slightly below 1938.
